Also Torpedoed Steamer Near 
Where Sussex Was Dam- 
aged, Note Says.

BERLIN, April 12.—The German reply 
to the American note concerning the 
damaging or. sinking of five steam- 
ships contains the statement that 
the steamers Englishman, Eagle 
Point, Manchester Engineer and 
Berwindvale were destroyed by Ger- 
man submarines. Evidence is pre- 
sented to show that these vessels were

The note states that a German sub- 
niarine torpedoed a steamship in the 
vicinity of the place at which the cross 
channel steam ship Sussex was damaged 
by an explosion, but that evidence at 
hand indicates that the vessel 
torpedoed by the submarine was the 
Sussex.

BAKER TELLS OF 
THE PART HIE SAYS 
“TMEL TAD IN FIRE 


Testifies That Secretary Told 
Him He Left Store When 
-Men Came to Burn It. 


Immediate Steps Were Taken to 
Adjust Gilmoré-Bonfig Loss, 
Witness Declares. 


Herbert O. Baker, confessed arson pro- 
moter, today: in Judge Kimmel’s court 
testified how on July 25, 1915, one day 
after the Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating 
Co.’s store at 4455 Olive street was de- 
stroyed by fire which he says was insti- 
gated by Julius R. Bersch, Harold G. 
Gilmore and Harry Imel, now an trial, 
arrangements were made to adjust the 
loss by Bersch’s son, Robert. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey asked Baker 
if he had any conversations with Ime} 
after the boxes were taken to the Gil- 
more-Bonfig plant. 

“Yes,’’ Baker answered. ‘I asked Ime] 
if he understood he was not to look ‘to 
me for money. I told him he would 
have to ‘get his’ from Gilmore. 

“Did you have any communicaticn 
with Gilmore and Bersch concerninz 
Imel?’’ 

‘Yes, Bersch and I told Gilmore te 
would have to take care of Imel, that 
we would not.”’ 

“Did you see Imel July 
the day after the fire?’ 

“Yes,” Baker replied. 

Imel Left Store. 

“What did Imel tell you about the 
fire?” he was cuestioned. 

“Imel told me a man came to the 
store at noon Saturday and that he and 
Gilmore locked up the store shortly aft- 
erward and then walked up to the cor- 
ner. The man walked with them, he 
said, and at the corner met three other 
men. Then that man and the three oth- 
ers went back to the store, he said.”’ 
Imel said he went home. 

“Did you see Bersch Sunday?” 

“Yes,” Baker answered. “I went to 
Bersch’s home. Heand his son, Robert, 
and I went to Gilmors’s home, and I in- 
troduced Robert Bersch to Gilmore. 
Robert began talking about adjusting 
the loss... Gilmore then signed « “con-' 
tract with him to adjust the fire loss. 

“Then we went to the scene of the 
fire, and stayed a “sw minutes. The 
Bersches and I then rode out into the 
county ,and took dinner at Busch’s 
grove. I told Bersch I wanted my 
share. He told me I wouldn’t be di:- 
appointed. We talked about the ire 
generally.”’ 

Baker Arrested Sept. 11. 

Baker testified that he was arrested 
Sept. 11, 1915. Upon being questioned 
further by Harvey he said he made a 
statement on the night he was arrested. 
end then another one next week to tha 
police. 

Before the taking of testimony was 
begun today an hour devoted to argu- 
ment of a legal point involving evi- 
dence which the State contended aided 
in showing the intent of the defendants. 
Relations between Judge Kimmel and 
Circuit Attorney Harvey were strained 
over the Court's ruling, denying the 
right of the State to introduce such evi- 
dence. 

In examining Baker yesterday after- 
noon the Circuit Attorney asked him 
how the boxed barrels of gasoline hap- 
pened to be in the basement of the 
Shelly-Gould Grocery Co., 214 North 
Second street, from which Baker testi- 
fied he had taken them to the Gilmore- 
Bonfig store. 


Question Rualed Out. 
Judge Kimmel ruled out the question, 


saying: 

“I’ve made up my mind on that mat- 
ter. The introduction of any other fires 
except the one charged in the indict- 
ment will not be yvermitted.”’ 

Circuit Attorney Harvey objected: 

“I am astounded at the ruling of 
your honor. I would like time to 
submit authorities and show you that 
if you think that’s the law in this 
particular instance, you are’ griev- 
ously miataken.”’ 

Juage Kinrmel persisted in his po- 
sition, but this morning Assistant 
Circuit Attorney McCullen cited seven 
cases to bear out the contention of 
the Circuit Attorney. Judge Kimme! 
said his opinion was that such’ evi- 
dence would be admissible in any 
class of cases except arson cases, and 
reaffirmed his former ruling. When 
he finished speaking, Circuit Attor- 
ney said: 

“Such a rulfhg is unheard of in the 
law. It is ridiculovs.. There is not 
one word in any case in this State 
or any ot®er State where evidence 
held to be competent is barred be- 
cause its introduction would disclose 
another crime. Arson is no different 
from any other character of crime. 
The same rule applies in all cases.” 

“I simply disagree with you,’ said 
Judge Kimmel as he mentioned to the 
bailiff to bring in the jury.

MOUNT KISCO, N. Y., April 12— 
Richard Harding Davis, author and war 
correspondent, died at his home here 


late last nignt from heart trouble. His 
body was found early this morning and 
he had apparently been stricken when 
at the telephone. 

Davis had been in poor heajth for 
scme time. He had remained quietly 
most of the time at Cross Roads Farm, 
his country home. 

At 9:40 last night he went to the li- 
brary to telephone to the Western Union 
office here a telegram to a friend :t 
the Harvard Club in Manhattan. The 
farm is about six miles from Mount 
Kisco. 

At midnight, Mrs. Davis, who was 
Pessie McCoy, the actress, who sup- 
posed that, after telephonirg, her hus- 
band had sat dcwn to read, called down 
te him from the second floor. He did 
rot respond and she went down. She 
fcund him on the floor beside the tele- 
phone. 

Besides his wife, 
survives him. 

Noted for Fearlessness. 

Richard Harding Davis, novelist, play- 
wright and war correspondent, was born 
ir Philadelphia in 1864, and was educated 
at Lehigh and Johns Hopkins universi- 
ties. He entered the profession of jour- 
nalism in New York and first became 
known through his Van Bibber stories, 
published in the New York Evening 
Sun. 

He became war correspondent for the 
London Times and New York Herald 
ir. the Turkish-Greek, Spanish-Amert- 
can, South African and Russo-Japanese 
wars; and recently Was in France to 
prepare articles upon the European war, 
many of which were published in the 
Post-Dispatch. He was at Vera Cruz 
with the American forces and his sto- 
ries of their activities there appeared in 
the Post-Dispatch. 

In the field with the troops he was ad- 
mired for his personal fearlessness. Col. 
Roosevelt praised the gallantry with 
which Davis charged up San Juan Hill 
with the Rough Riders. He was quite 
as courageous as a correspondent, as 
was proved by his series of articles cen- 
suring the conduct of the American ex- 
pedition {1 Cuba. 

He was a prolific writer of. novels, 
light and entertaining in style, some of 
the best known being “Soldiers of For- 
tune,’’. “Gallagher,” «“‘The King Jaka!l,’’ 
‘‘The Bar Sinister’ and ‘‘Van Bibber and 
Cthers.” He was also a successful writ- 
er of plays, come of which were ‘Tam- 
ing of Helen,” “Ranson’s Folly,” ‘The 
Dictator,” ‘“‘The Yankee Tourist” and 
“Who's Who?"’. | 

Sued for Dtworce in 1012. 

Davis was twice married. His first 
wife was Miss Cecil Clark, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Marshall Clark of 
Chicago. His wooing was romantic. He 
made his final proposal to her by cable 
from London, and, receiving the reply, 
“Yes,” dispatched a uniformed messen- 
ger boy “to America to deliver an éngag-- 
ment ring to his flancee.

Verbal Resignation; Given Con- 
ditionally in February to Be 
Accepted Tonight. 


The resignation of the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Willlamson, one of the most 
noted and ‘successful of American 


clergymen, from the pastorate of the 
Third Baptist Church, Grand and Wash- 
ington avenue, will be accepted by che 
church’s Advisory Board at its reg- 
ular quarterly meeting tonight. 

The resignation was given verbally to 
officers of the chureh at the time Dr. 
Williamson went to the Battle Creek 
Sanitarium, in Michigan, the first weck 
in February, following a nervous col- 
lapse. It was to take effect at any time 
when, in their judgment. its acceptance 
should seem needful or advisable. 

It will become effective May 1. 

Within the last week a committee 
ot three, consisting of Prof. Howard G. 
Colwell, Charles P. Senter and Roy 
Eilers has visited the pastor in Bat- 
tle Creek. 
condition, and to see whether he 
would be. able to resume his pastoral 
duties this spring or summer, as had 
been hoped. They found that he h-d 
not improved to such a degree that 
any time for his return cquid be 
fixed. 

Recovery Slower Than Expected. 

Prof. Colwell, when asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter about this 
visit to Battle Creek, said: “Dr. Wil- 
liamson is looking faifly well, but it 
is now evident that his recovery is a 
matter of more time t.ian was at first 
supposed.” He declined to say any- 
thing further about the matter.

Movements of Frank. 

In answer to questions of Coroner 
Padberg, Lewis told of the movements 
of his brother Frank at the time of the 
shooting of McKenna. Frank, he said, 
saw McKenna arrest Ora and himself’ 
and backed the Hudson through the al- 
ley to Sarah street and around through 
Delmar boulevard and south on Whittier 
street past the filling station. While he 
was doing that McKenna was shot and 
Ora and Joe got away in the Ford.

A further idea of Lewis seemed to be 
that, by telling his story, he would 
free his mother and sisters from cus- 
tedy. He talked, on the way to Kirk- 
wood, of his desire to set them free, 
insisting that they had no Knowtedge 
of anything which the police were try- 
ing to find out. 

On the ride to Kirkwood, Lewis talked 
about his brothers, Frank and Or. 
taying that Frank was “some man.” 
and that he would not be caught wit®- 
ou “some shooting,” and that Ora was 
very strong, and was a “dead shot” 
being able to hit a dime at 20 yards. 

On the return ride, Wewis had little to 
Say; and the detectives did not urge 
him to talk. 

After the taking of his confession had 
ended, Lewis, apparently relieved, con- 
tinued to talk in a desultory way. “The 
St. Louis ,police are right on the job,” 
be remarked, accerding to dctectives. 
‘They were after me almost as soon as 
imv wife and I got here with the jewelry 
that we got when we caved in a store 
window in Kansas. The Lord oniy 
knows how Ora and Frank and I got 
away from that night in Beach's car.” , 

Talking further of the wild ride in 
Edward F. Beach's car, which he and 
his brothers pressed into service while 
Mr. and Mrs. Beach and a chauffeur 
were in it, he said the bullet which al- 
‘most struck Mra. Beach was fired, not 
hy a policeman. but Ora Lewis, who 
afterward. said his revolver was dis- 
charged accidentally. «~ 

- Policeman ‘Returned Fire. 

“T don't know how we got away that 
time,” he said. “It seemed as if we 
Faw a policeman every block. When 
Frank, like a fool, fired at a policeman, 
the policeman didn’t turn, but fired right 
back. 

Frank McKenna, detective sergeant 
and uncle of John McKenna, entered 
the room while Lewis was making his 
confession, and looked at the prisoner i. 
such a manner that detectives persuad- 
ed him to leave, for fear of a scene 
which would interrupt the confession. 

The Lewis confession, lawyers sav, 
could not be used against him in court 
as such documents have usually been 
ruled out, in spite of the statements, 
which they always contain, that they 
wcre made voluntarily. Its chief value 
is in giving the police a-better line of 
evidence against the fugitives, and in- 
formation about other crimes, some of 
which the police are still holding back.

Confession of Roy Joe Lewis, Charging Murder’ 
of Two Policemen to Brothers Ora and Frank | 


He Declares Ora Shot M’Kenna at Oil Station, 


and that Ora and Frank Beat Dillon 
to Death in Garage. 


The detailed murder 


My name is Roy Joe Lewis; am 24 
years old. I have been living at 4253 
Athlone avenue. 

Last Wednesday Frank and Ora— 
my brothers—and I left this city in 
two machines, a Hudson and a Ford, 
and rode to Hannibal, Mo. We were 
around Hannibal! until about daylight 
Thursday morning. We then started 
driving across the country to Mex- 
ico, Mo. Got in Mexico about 1 oclock 
in the afternoon Thursday. 

Along about 2:30 we came acros; 
some wire in the southwest part of 
the town, about the edge of the town. 
It was trolley wire; it was close to 
a wagon road and a street car line, 
but the car line was not in opera- 
tion. We got our wire and started 
back. f 

The way we got the wire was by 
throwing a rope over the wire, pull- 
ing it down as close to the ground 
as possible and cut it with bolt cut- 
ters. I always did this cutting. After 
cutting the wire in one place it would 
drop, and then I would cut it in about 
three-foot lengths. I don’t know how 
much wire we got; I guess about 1200 
pounds. 

We then started back and ran into 
St. Louis about 7:80 last Friday 
morning.. Me and my brother Ora 
were riding in the Ford car. We had 
put this stolen wire in both cars. { 
think we had most of it in the Ford 


car. 


Arrested b MeKenna. 


We got into is alley between 
Delmar and Washington, Whittier 
and Sarah, and we went into the al- 
ley from the west end with the Ford 
auto. and Frank drove in from the 
east with the Hudson. We drove up 
to the garage and stopped. I got out 
with the keys to unlock the garage, 
and when I got it unlocked and came 
out with the doors open for Ora to 
drive in there was a motor cycle of- 
ficer talking to Ora. If came right 
out and he arrested us and took us 
over to the ofl station, and he told 
some man there to call up some num- 
ber, a police station, and Ora asked 
him if he (Ora) could have a drink 
of water and the officer said yes. 

Ora got a drink of water and the 
next thing I heard a shot fired. Just 
as 1 heard the shot I saw the officer, 
whose name I learned to be @Mc- 
Kenna. falling. I saw the gun in 
Ora’s hand. The gun was.about two 
and one-half feet away from Mc- 
Kenna’s head when Ora fired. 

We then ran out the door and to- 
ward Delmar boulevard. I don't re- 
member exactly what Ora said, but 
I think he said something about an- 
other car, about getting one. He said 
this while we were running. Then 
he said: 

“We will go back and get the 
Ford,” the same one we had come 
there in. : 

We went back and got in the car 
and drove east through the alley 
about two blocks to Vandeventer 
avenue and out home. on Athione 
avenue, and pulled into the garage— 
at 4253 Athlone avenue—and we just 
got the doors shut when we heard 
another machine and we peeped out 
and saw Frank in the Hudson. We 
talked with Frank a minute and we 
decided. to throw both cars away. 
We also decided that I should stay 
there and clean up a bit and to go 
out and see what was found out. I 
stayed in the house, washed up and 
had some breakfast and went back

Frank said: ‘What will we do with 
him ?’’ 

I said: “Jesus Christ! 
killed him.”’

Referring to my arrest here last 
October, at which time I had in my 
possession some jeweiry; this jew- 
elry was stolen in Topeka Kan., by 
me and my two brothers. We had 
a hammer and broke a window in 
a jewelry store and took what we 
wanted. That was just before day- 
light. We had a machine then. We 
happened to be passing this jewelry 
store. That was a few weeks before 
my arrest here. 

About a month ago Frank was 
driving in the Ford car by himself 
and was out on the Manchester road 
and passed a hospital; he saw a man 
standing in the door of a house con- 
nected with a hospital; in this house 
Frank saw a lot of hams, etc., evi- 
dently supplies fer the hospital. That 
Same night Frank Ora and myself 
drove up there in the Hudson car, 
which we had stolen, and we stole 
about 10 or 12 hams. These are the 
same hams now up at our home on 
Athlone avenue. We did not sell any 
of them. That is all we took from 
that place. 

My conclusion was that when Mc- 
Kenna arrested us, he arrested us 
for driving fast or else for stealing. 
I knew we had stolen the auto we 
had with us when the officer told 
us he wanted us, or else for some 
of the other crimes we had been 
committing. :

LONDON, April 12.—Three more ships 
have béen reported a; sunk in the last 24 
hours. According to the morning news- 
papers this makes 43 British, 10 of 
Great Britain's allies and 30 neutral ves- 
sels lost since March 1, when the new 
German submarine campaign began. 

Robert Paterson Houston, Union lead- 
er of Parliament from Liverpool, in an 
appeal to the nation published today, 
declares that the scarcity of shipping is 
becoming so serious a problem that the 
present agitation regarding the price of 
food is likely to yet yield place to agita- 
tion as to whether sufficient food will be 
available. He estimates that since ‘the 
-beginning of the war 190 ocean-going 
British vessels of 3,000,000 tons have been 
lust from all causes, 

“Between a third and a half of Great 
Britain’s food supply already is coming 
in neutral ships,”’ scys Houston. ‘If 
Germany, by the persistent sinking of 
every vessel, can frighten neutrals from 
bringing up cargoes, what then? Al- 
ready we see neutrals fighting shy of 
bringing cargoes here. This is natural, 
too, inasmuch as they can find full em- 
ployment for their ships at profitable 
treights elsewhere."’ 


PALEMBANG SUNK 
BY TORPEDO, SAYS 
DUTCH COUNCIL 


AMSTERDAM, April 12.—The Dutch 
shipping council which was entrusted 
by the Government with the investiga- 
tio. into the sinking of the Dutch 
steamships Palembang and Tubantia 
has issued the reports of its findings, 
With regard to the Palembang the 
report says in part: 

‘Three explosions took place. The first 
was caused by the explosion at some 
distance of a drifting mine, which was 
fired upon by a British torpedo boat de- 
stroyer. After the explosion the Palem- 
bang was undamaged. The second ex- 
plosion was caused by a torpedo, fired 
at short range, which hit the Palerm- 
bang. This is established beyond doubt 
by the unanimous statements of the 
witnesses who saw the track of the 
torpedo. It could not have been fired by 
the British torpedo boat destroyer, be- 
cause the torpedo passed some meters 
in front of fhe latter vessel. It is pos- 
sible that the torpedo was meant for 
the destroyer, but, missing it, hit the 
Palembang. 

“The third explosion was also a tor- 
pedo, The first mate of the steamship 
clearly saw its track about six lengths 
away on the starboard. This torpedo 
was aimed at the Palembang, because 
.ne British torpedo boat destroyer was 
shen a great distance away.

Statements of 
witnesses and of experts prove that the 
explosion was caused by a torpedo, fired 
from some distance by a submarine or 
a torpedo boat, without warning. In 
view of the fact that ro other vessel was 
in the vicinity, it is evident that the tor- 
pedo. was meant for the Tubantia. 

“That no lives were lost was due 
merely to the fact that no passengers 
had cabins near the spot where the ship 
was hit.”’

MADRID, via Paris, April 12..—‘‘We are 
confrented with such an incomprehen- 
sibly absurd act that I am loath to be- 
lieve it until a thorough inquiry has 
been made,” said Count Romanones, the 
Spanish Premier, last night, with regard 
to the torpedoing of the Spanish steam- 
ship Santanderino in the Bay of Biscay, 
as a consequence of which: four lives 
were lost.

KNOWN AS TRIEVES 
IN MISSOURI TOWNS 


Three Confessed to Several Rob- 
beries at Joplin and Nearby 
Cities. 


JOPLIN, Mo., April 12.—The four Lew- 
is brothers, three of whom are charged 
with the murders in St. Louis of Po- 
licemen Dillon and McKenna, have 
given much trouble to the police of Jop- 
lin, Rich Hill, Carthage, Tulsa and 
other cities hereabouts. 

The Lewis family, consisting of four 
brothers and two sisters, originally 
came from Galena, Kan., eight miles 
west of here. Pictures of the whole 
family, including John De Morris, the 
stepfather, are: on file at police head- 
quarters here, and copies have been 
sent to the St. Louis police. 

Ora Lewis, whose wife lives here and 
who is suing him for divorce, was ar- 
rested here three years ago, charged 
with stealing 17 automobiles. All but 
one were recovered. While in the coun- 
ty jail at Carthage, awaiting trial, he 
developed smallpox, and was taken tv 
the pesthouse, from which he escaped 
while still suffering with the disease. 

Lee Lewis, 26 years old, was arrested 
about the same time, charged with rob- 
bing a pawnshop at Tulsa, Ok., arf 20 
revolvers were found. in his suit case. 
He engaged in a revolver fight with of- 

cers before being captured and was 
sent back to Tulsa. 

Frank Lewis, about 25 years old, 
atrested here in 198, charged 
stealing an automobile from his 
ployer at Rich Hill, Mo., and was 
back there. 

While the three brothers were here be- 
fore being arrested, numerous robberies 
were committed. Later they confessed 
to several of them and said they used 
stolen automobiles to carry away: their 
loot. 

Joe (Roy) Lewis has no record here. 
Frank and Lee Lewis first came under 
observation while working in Rich Hill, 
where they stole machines and sold 
them in Kansas City or Joplin. 

“No chanees.should-be -taken. in their 
arrest,’’ said Chief of Detectives Ed- 
ward Portley, ‘‘as they are desperate 
men.”’

FOR DIVORCE BY 
ST. LOUIS WOMAN 


Christina Thaw Declares They 
Were Wed in 1902 in Buffalo; 
She Has Daughter 12 Years Old. 


Christina Thaw, a St. Louis woman, 
through her attorney, Verne R. C. Lacy, 
filed suit for divorce from Harry Ken- 
dall Thaw of New York in the Circuit 


Court today, asking support and main- 
tenance and custody of their infant 
child. 

Attorney Lacy would not give the 
present address of his client, but said 
she was the proprietor of a confection- 
ary store here and had property whicn 
her relatives had left her. She is sup- 
porting herself here by her own efforts 

Thaw, the defendant, is now recog- 
nized as the husband of Evelyn Nesbite 
thaw, now playing at a local theater. 
His suit to divorce her is now pending 
in Pittsburg. Thaw killed Stanford 
White, the New York architect, in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, on June 25, 1906. 


The divorce petition recites th&t 
Thaw and the plaintiff were married 
about the sixth day of October, 1902, 
in the city of Buffalo, and that the 
plaintiff continued to live with Thaw 
up to Dec. 2, 1903. After that date, 
according to her attorney, she came 
to St. Louis, where a child was born. 
Its name is Lady Gwendolyn Clem- 
mens. The child is now 12 years old. 


The plaintiff's petition states that she 
cnd Thaw left the city of Buffalo on 
Cct. 7, 1902, and took up their residence 
ini New York, first at the Savoy Hotel, 
and later in an apartment at 267 Houston 
street. Prior to her departure for St. 
T.ouis, she asserts, she and Thaw lived

Assessments « Reduced $1,261,- 
000, With Limit for City Pur- 
poses at $1.20 Per $100. 


It has been found necessary to raise 
the tax rate in East St. Louis from $7.42 
to $8.75, because of the sweepins reduc- 


*}tions made in the assessments of big 


Kast St. Louis corporations by the 
Board of Review. The city rate of $1., 
which is exclusive of county and State 
taxes, is as high as it can oz made, so 
as a result of the reduced valuation, the 
city Will bé about $20,000 short of rev- 
enue this year. 

According to figures at the Comptro't- 
er’s officé, the total valuation of prop- 
erty in the city is $3,783,000 lower than 
it was last year, although many new 
buildings have been erécted since then, 
and several large plants have made ob 
tensive improvements. The assessed 
valuation, one-third of the total, is $1,- 
261,000 lower, which résulted in a net 
decrease in revenue of $110,537.50 a year. 
The figures of the Board of Review 
Stand for four years. 


Many Assessments Reduced. 


A further examination of the Assess- 
ors books today revealed that the bourd 
reduced the asséssment of the St. Clair 
County Gas and Electric Co.’s plant, 
near Nineteenth street and the Louis- 
ville & Nashville tracks, from $250,006, 
where County Treasurer Warning placed 
it, to $90,000. 

Perusal of the Assessor’s books of 
Stites Township in the county court- 
house at Belleville yesterday showed 
some more interesting tax reductions by 
the St. Clair County Board of Review. 
The assessment on the personal prop- 
erty of the St. Louis National Sto:k- 
yards was placed at $9687 by the As- 
sessor. This was not changed bv Coun- 
ty Treasurer Fred Warning, Supervisor 
of Assessments, nor was it changed by 
the Board of Review. 

Swift & Co. was assessed at $42,873, 
raised by Warning to $428,619 and low- 
ered by the Board of Review to %4;1®. 
Morris & Co.’s assessessmen was 
placed at $34,309, raised by Warning to 
$44,927, and the Board of Review low- 
ered it to $63,600. 

Armour & Co., the third big packing 
plant in Stites Township, was assessed 
at $40,019 by the local Assessor. Warn- 
ing raised this to $420,057 and the Board 
of Review lowered it to $655,100. 


Big Cuts in Other Valuations. 


The East St. Louis Cotton Oil Co. was 
assessed at $1492, raised by Warning to 
$19,474 and put back by the Board of 
Review to $1492. 

The assessment against the Alunmi- 
num Cooking Utensil Co. of East St. 
Louis was placed at $25,675 by City As- 
sessor O’Day. Warning raised it to $1,- 
000,000 and it was lowered by the Boar:

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DANNY LYONS OF 
‘DANNY LYONS AND 
17TH STREET’ DIES 


Was Not Referred To as on 
Cass Avenue Years Ago.

Danfel J. Lyons, 72 years old, known 

to many 8t. Louisans as “Danny” 
Lyons, died of cerebra: hemorrhage at 
1:10 a. m. today at his home, 6155 West- 
minster place. He had been ill since last 
Sunday. 
Lyons was: once regarded as a neigh- 
borhood character in the vicinity of Sev- 
enteenth street and Cass avenue, where 
for many years be kept a saloon and 
grocery. He is aurvived by his wife, 
two daughters, Mrs, J. F. Schlafly and 
Miss Marguerite Lyons, and a son, Dan- 
fel Lyons Jr. 

Before Lyons retired from business, 
about fifteen years ago, he Was 80 
thorougly {dentified with the corner 
where he sold food @nd drink that it 
was known to meny as “Seventeenth 
and Danny Lyons.” 

There were no automobile trucks In 
those days and Cass avenue was a main 
thoroughfare for wagon teamsters, few 
of whom ever resisted the temptation of 
stopping at “Seventeenth and Danny 
Lyons’ ’’ after a hard day’s work. 

Lyons lived over his store. Police 
Chief Laurence Harrigan lived across 
the street and the home of “Jack’’ Shea- 
han, now a Police Commissioner, is 
around the next corner on Eighteenth 
street. ; 

“Dick”? Halloran and Roger Harty, 
then political giants in that district, were 
also his neighbors. Halloran died two 
years ago. Ha~ty is now a police turn- 
key. 

The Rev. Father Henry, pastor of St. 
Lawrence O’Toole’s church for years, 
had been banker for many of his parish- 
ioners. 

When Father Henry died most of 
these transferred their accounts to 
“Danny” Lyons. He paid them a small 
rate of interest on their savings and 
invested the principal in mortgages, 
thus clearing a good banker's profit for 
himself, while at the same time safe- 
guarding his depositors’ money. 

The funeral will be at 9 a. m. Fri- 
day from St. Roch’s Church, Waterman 
and Rosedale avenues.

The bill requiring the city to con- 
tract for but one telephone service, 
to be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder each year, was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday, 23 to 
4, a8 an act of retaliation against the 


‘Bell Telephone Co, for its recent in- 


crease of. business telephone rates, 
which it is estimated will add to the 
city’s bill at the rate of $2280 a 
year. 

Alderman Koenig opposed the bill 
as a “foolish economy,” and a hard- 
ship on patrons of the Bell Telephone 
Co. Aldermen Renick, Rudolph and 
Udell voted with Koenig against the 
measure. 

The bill was introduced by Alder- 
man Barney C. Schwartz, who de- 
fended it as a proper economy of tax- 
payers’ funds, and said the city ought 
to reduce the number of branch sta- 
tions it now used by 26 per cent.

sue of From $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. 


The Board of Education last night 
adopted a resolution instructing its at- 
torney, Robert Burkham, to have a spe- 
cial election called for next fall for # 
bond issue for financing the building 
program of the board. Between $3,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000 will be asked for. A 
campaign for the issue will be con- 
ducted.

The first 
time they were paid was in 1911, whan 
the Legislature put in a section of an 
appropriation bill providing for repairs 
for State buildings, a clause giving the 
members of the board $500 a year each. 
The 1913 and 1915 Legislatures, in ths 
same manner, gave each $750 a year, in- 
creasing the amount $250 a year each. 
The Legislature did not amend the 
criginal statute to provide a salary for 
the officials, but merely included the 
amounts in appropriation bilis. Law- 
yers have said there is much doubt that 
the Legislature has the nower to appro. 
priate money for salaries without pasa- 
ing a law fixing salaries for the posi- 
tions. 
All of the five principal State offi- 
clals receive % a day when serving as 
members of the State Board of Equali- 
zation. This: amounts to about $750 32 
year. Several are members of the Board 
of Prison Inspectors, receiving $250 a 
year each. The Secretary of State is 
secretary of the Printing Board, and 
receives $250. As members of the Board 
of Permanent Seat of Government, they 
have been paid an extra $750 a year for 
four years, and as members of the Fund 
Commission four of them have drawn 
$125 a year. each.

. NO TAX RATE REDUCTION. 

The wisdom of Mayor Kiel’s suggestion that all 
or a large part of the mill tax money be expend- 
| hae hyageealinnens beeenente ated sae eee: 
be reduced is not apparent. 

This plan would relieve the taxpayers of a few 
cents or a few dollars, in proportion to their re- 
turns, of taxes for a year. The greatest benefit of 
the temporary tax reduction would be enjoyed by 
the wealthy. No réal benefit would accrue to the 


icity, but a serious injury in the reduction of the 


tax rate might result. 

It is almost {mpossible to induce a municipal ad- 
ministration to raise the tax rate. This city has 
suffered for years from a lack of money to do 
necessary things—to meet the rising demands of 
a growing municipality. A reduction of the tax 
rate without compensating revenue would be a 


calamity. It would put the city in the poverty hole 


and set back progress for years. 

This would happen after the expenditure of the 
mill tax money. It would take a hard, long fight 
to get back the tax rate we have now, when we 
would need worse than we do now additional rev- 
enue. 

There is too much politics in the tax rate to have 
it played against the city’s interest.

Gov. Major, having his name on the ticket in 
the lowa Democratic primary, got an indorsement 
for the vice presidential nomiation.

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SIXTY-TWO CASES OF GOUT! 

Of the 17,168 patients treated at the city hos- 
pital in the last fiscal year 62 were sufferers from 
gout. Of all the 17,168 these latter 62 suffered 
the mogt. It was “poor man’s gout” at that. 

People rightly do not sympathize with gout 
proper, or rich man’s gout—with al! that implies 
of sumptuosity. Indeed, high living is rather en- 
vied than commiserated. Rich man’s gout is voted 
a refined comedy. But its pauper relative, that 
gaunt mockery whose feast is famine—that, we 
opine, is no joke. Pangs in the toe consequent 
upon pangs in the stomach and a starved system 
—the thought of them brings pangs to the sym- 
pathetic mind and heart. Rich man’s gout is like- 
ly to be the reward of indulgénce—poor man’s gout 
the punishment of virtue; a fact which makes it 
seem sadder still. 

Of ali the ills the flesh is heir to this is the most 
difficult to contemplate with equanimity. Poor 
man’s gout was evidently not invented in Job’s 
day, or he would have devoted more space to the 
humors and whimsies of his affliction and less to 
the ironies of his consolers. A French philosopher 
is authority for the statement: “Put your toe tn 
a vise, turn it as tight es you can; that is rheuma- 
tism. Turn it once more—that is gout.” An emi- 
nent American physician is authority for the state- 
ment that no one ever dies of gout—but this is 
not offered as a consolation, but to show the ab- 
}sence of a merciful release in this supremest of 
tortures. Poor man’s gout is very prevalent 
gymong newspaper men, and that is why it spe- 
cially commends itself to editorial sympathy—if 
not to public sympathy.

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WAITE CASE AND HYDE CASE. 

On the day Dr. Arthur W. Waite was arraigned 
in New York for poisoning Mr. and Mrs. John E. 
Peck, his parents-jn-law, the information against 
Dr. B. Clark Hyde for poisoning Col. Thomas 
H. Swope was renewed at Kansas City. The old 
information had been vitiated by four continu- 
ances: 

The legal procedure in these two cases, which 
rest on allegations of fact having so much in 
common, is likely to present violent contrasts. 
The Waite case, which developed during 1916, 
is almost certain to be disposed of long before 
even preparations are made to resume the con- 
sideration of the Hyde case, which dates back 
to 1910. 

The delay since the last undecisive trial of the 
Hyde case is said to be due to the parsimony of 
local authorities, who were unwilling to devote 
the requisite money to a further effort for de- 
termining the case. If this is true, some pro- 
vision should be made for State interposition in 
cases in which a defeat of justice is threatened 
for a reason so inadequate. Saving money at the 
expense of the law and public safety is poor 
economy.

| DAVID JAYNE HILL IN POLITICS. 

David Jayne Hill, at the convention of the Navy 
League, denounced the President’s foreign pol- 
icy as having caused a 

Complete loss of our prestige as a nation 

and rendered our Government a practically 

negligible quantity as an influence. 

These words are unworthy of any American who 
has adopted diplomacy as a professional career 
and has had the honor of representing our Gov- 
ernment at several foreign capitals. They.are 
particularly unworthy of one of the delegates from 
America to the second peace conference, a mem- 
ber of Permanent Administrative Council of The 
Hague Tribunal, a former Assistant Secretary of 
State and the author of a “History of Diplomacy” 
and of a life of Grotius, the father of international 
| law. 

Why does Mr. Hill repeat the sentiments and 
almost the words of some of Mr. Roosevelt’s irre- 
sponsible political attacks? What does the writer 
of “The Conception and Realization of Neutrality” 
want us to do? Is it his idea that we should 
abandon our neutrality? An explicit statement 
that he wishes war would present a definite issue 
on which the people might agree or disagree with 
him. But he only denounces a wise and consistent 
peace policy, without defining himseif on its single 
alternative. His debut in politics is inauspicious. 

It is untrue that our diplomacy has become a 
negligible quantity and has lost us prestige. 
American diplomacy is about the only diplomacy 
left in all the world. At the important capitals 
our representatives are weighed with the care of 
the interests of from one to seven or eight bel- 
ligerent Governments as.well as our own. Their 
wise and efficient trusteeship over these difficult 
collective interests has inspired universal ad- 
Mmiration. American diplomatic influence and 
prestige were never higher. 

The country rejoiced when Mr. Hill succeeded 
as Ambassador to Berlin that John G. A. Leish- 
man, who was reputed to maintain a ticket in the 
American embassy—to ‘combine the ambassador- 
ship with stockjobbing. Does Mr. Hill think our 
foreign policy has less prestige, is less an influ- 
ence, than in the years of dollar diplomacy? 

Does he want dollar diplomacy restored? Why 
does he make a cheap political attack on the Pres- 
ident, whose chief fault probably is that he did 
not reappoint Mr. Hill? 
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Those Republicans who are not booming a fa- 
vorite son for President are exceedingly unpa- 
rental.

Z 2 HOSE of us who saw something of the Igorots

at the St. Louis World’s Fair will be in- 
terested to learn how these picturesque 
people are getting along, whether they are still 


free to grear what they please, and if their relish 


has perhaps risen above the enjoyment of baked 
dog. 


A traveler who has recently been among those 


people says there are 200,000 of them in Northern 
Luzon, and that they are the most powerful and 
numerous of the wild tribes. They are the best 
farmers in the Philippines, build «strong and com- 
pact towns, and have some remarkable terraces and 
irrigation works. They are not head-hunting as hard 
as they did a few years ago, and the head is not 
s0 popular as a household ornament as it formerly 
was. The Igorot is still socially at large, but his 
wildness is flavored by a tractableness that is un- 
usual in uncivilized tribes. The Americans in the 
Philippines like the Igorot for his frankness, 
and simplicity, and vastly prefer him to the card- 
cheating and treacherous Moro. The Igorot, more- 
over, has a fine sense of humor, which covers a host 
of shortcomings in things merely learned out of 
books. He likes a good story, and readily reaches 
for his bolo when he hears a pun. His religion is 
fairly indicative of his imaginative drollery. Like 
that of our own Indians, it is chiefly nature worship, 
The sun stands at the head of his pantheon. 
moon is a good, big Igorot, and the 
little Igorots. If the Igorots are 
smiles; if they are bad, it weeps. Like 
Moki, the Igorots think well of their 
stick to it through everything. In a 
world where there is a rather wide latitude 
in matters of this kind, the Igorot has never 
any very good reason for making a change.

BRITAIN IN NOTE 
JUSTIFIES TAKING 
MEN OFF U8. SnlP 


Turks Were Engaged in Plots 
Against Government. 


WASHINGTON, April 1. — Great 
Britain's note replying to the American 
protests against the seizure of 38 Aus- 
trians, Germans and Turks from the 
American steamer China, near Shang- 


hai, were made public today by the 
State Department. 

It follows the line of argument pre- 
viously indicated and contends the seiz- 
ure is justified, on the ground that the 
prisoners had been engaged. in plots 
against Britain in the Far East and 
were attempting to return home to take 
up arms. 

It contends that they were » mot clothed 
with the immunity which would attach 
to enemy subjects who merely were 
traveling. Great Britain alleged that 


the prisoners were “engaged for some ' 


time past in the collection and trans- 
mission of arms and ammunition both 
for clandestine transmission to India 
and, if possible, for the arming of a 
ship to play the part of a far EHastern 
Moewe,’’ and were bound for Manila to 
continue their .work, having been ex- 
posed to the British authorities - at 
Shanghai. 

The neutrality of the United States 
would have been compromised, the note 
contends, had the prisoners performed 
the acts they had in contemplation. 
Their acts, it is contended, deprived 
them of protection from the American 
flag under which they were sailing. The 
British Government argues that the re- 
movals were perfectly justified, and 
trusts that the United States will not 
feel further disposed to contend the 
action. 

Cites London Declaration, 

The note begins by pointing out that 
the latest attempt to define by common 
agreement the limits within which a be!- 
ligerent naval Power may remove enemy 
persons from neutral ships on the high 
seas is represented by Article 47 of the 
declaration of London, 1909, which pe-r- 
mitted the arrest of such persons if 
“embodied in the armed forces of th2 
enemy,’ without regard to the desti- 
nation of the ships on which they were 
found traveling. 

“The commentary on Article 4 of th? 
declaration contained in the report of 
the Drafting Committee of the London 
naval conference,” it says, “states that 
on practical, not legal, grounds, it was 
agreed that the term ‘embodied in the 
armed forces of the enemy’ should be 
considered as not including reservists 
not yet attached to their military units. 

“At the beginning of the war his 
majesty’s Government adhered to arti- 
cles 4 and 47 of the declaration of Lon- 
don, as interpreted by the report of the 
Drafting Committee. They took this 
step as a matter of convenience, being 
at liberty, as the declaration was an 
unratified instrumerfit, to cancel at anv 
time their adherence, provided always 
that their subsequent action did not 
conflict: with the general «principles of 
international law. 

“When the German authorities began 
to remove ablebodied persons of military 
ege from the occupied portion of France 
and Belgium, his majesty’s Government 
* * * felt that they could no longer 
accept the restrictive interpretation 
placed for practical reason on the terms 
of article 47 of the declaration of Lon- 
don * * * and that they must ar- 
rest all enemy reservists found on board 
reutral ships on the high seas, no matter 
where they might be nt *°* 
* The United States Government after 
their suggestion early in the war that 
the belligerent powers should adopt the 
declaration of London in its entirety, as 
code of international naval law did not 
find general acceptance, declared that 
they no longer consider the declaration 
os being in force. 

“It. is evident, however, that the 

principle (often contended for in the 
past by certain continental nations) that 
there are certain classe’ of persons who 
ere not protected by a neutral flag on 
the high seas and may therefore without 
ary invasion of the soverign rights of 
the neutral, be removed from a neutral 
ship is now generally admitted. ®* 
*. The question in the present case is, 
therefore whether the character and 
pesition of the persons removed from 
the Chin# were such as to bring the 
case within the principle enounciateid 
above.

Wall Street Speculators Are Bad- 
ly Mixed Over the Foreign 
Outlook. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burenn of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 12.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“Professional Wall street again trad- 
ed so exclusively in the highly specu- 
lative industrial shares and so complete- 
ly ignored investment stocks, that it was 
once more hard to read any ‘arzer 
meaning into the stock maret of tie 
It was generally weak, perhaps 
n connection with the Washington dis- 
atches intimating the Government's 
purpose regarding Germanpsubmarines. 
In the desultory exchange of views (n 
Wall street, there was some talk of the 
obstinate German offensive at Verdun, 
but more, on the whole of the open'ng 
game of the baseball season. 

“The bond market was not active, and 
Anglo-French 6 per cents, receding, as 
such igsues usually do, when the ‘quar- 
terly reinvestment demand’ has been 
filled, dropped a fraction further. 

he Imperial Bank of Germany's 
weekly statement reported another ne 
ligible increase in gold rami ge 4 
this time; outstanding circulation, how- 
ever, decreased $78 000,000, following last 
week’s increase of $153, ,000. What was 
of even more curious increase was the 
loan account. Last week’s report showed 
an expansion of $652,000,000; today’s a 
contraction of $730,000,000. Of course, 
there has been a war lean flotation un- 
der way, in addition to the April set- 
tlements; but these figures make it no 
very easy task to determine exactly 
what credit operations have been in 
progress. 

“The Department of Commerce 
brought into interesting light the absurd 
procrastinations of its work in reporting 
on the country’s foreign trade, by giv- 
ing out today the agricultural! exports 
of February. Twenty or 25 years ago 
these statistics used to be published on 
the 10th or 12th of the ensuing month— 
that is to say, exactly a menth earlier 
than the dilatory statisticians of the 
department get them together nowa- 
days. These belated Agures would at- 
tract small interest at as late a date as 
this, but for the anes that the question, 
what part our sricultural exports 
played in the souitre’ s record- breaking 
outward trade of February, is of prime 
importance. 

“A highly interesting light is certainly 
thrown on the situation. Out of the 
$299,800,000 total exports of February last 
year $168,500,000, or 5&4 per cent were 
products of such commodities; to the 
$409,800,000 total export trade of Febru- 
ary, 1916, was $125,039,000, or only 30% 
er cent. While agricultural exports in 

ebruary of this year decreased $39,700,- 
000, shipment of other than agricultural 
products increased $149,000,000. 

“To state the matter more in detail, 
increased outgo not 
only of war material, but of manufac- 
tured goods for other neutrals whom 
belligerent Europe can no longer serve, 
far offset the decrease from February, 
1915, Te $18,200,000 in all wheat, of $25,- 
300,000 in all cereal products, and of $20, - 
600, 000 in cotton, 

“And it would still remain to say that, 
even with that decrease, the present 
year’s decrease still leaves February ag- 
ricultural exports $28,000,000 above those 
of the game month in any year before 


the war. 

“The Iron Age, in its review of the 
past week in steel and iron, merely 
repeats the story of preceding weeks 
—thou . testifying that new orders 
are lighter. It gives up as an insol- 
uble problem the 763,000 tons increase. 
of the Steel Corporation’s unfilled 
orders during March. 

“Today’s monthly figures of idle 
railwa cars in the United States 
showed a re aicy of 3650 of April 1, 
as against a 20,551 deficiency a month 
before. This can only be a cponse- 
quence of the vigorous and concerted 
efforts of the ra abhegge ! managers, un- 
der the Interstate ommerce Com- 
missioner’s pressure to break the 
costly deadlock in transportation fa- 
cilities, at the moment when freight 
in so unprecedented volume is apply- 
ing to the companies: 

“The Agricultural Department to- 
day began its weekly bulletins of 
weather in the crop districts. What 
it has to say regarding conditions 
thus far in April was that weather 
had in general favored winter wheat. 
but that influences were checkered 
in the cotton belt and that spring 
was still delaved in the Northwestern 
wheat country.”
